A FATAL ACCIDENT.

Dry Fork railroad, with headquarters 
at Hendrieks, W. Va., was killed yes- 
terday morning while a worfc train 
engine was passing over a trestle 
about one hundred feet high. A wheel 
broke under the engine, causing the 
bridge to give way and resulting in

closed while the pupil uses the lesson 
help from which to recite, these helps 
help not. The Bible is the text-book 
and no helps should be used until all 
the knowledge is gained concerning 
the lesson that it is possible for the 
pupil or teacher to gain from that 
text-book and then, and then only, 
should lesson helps be used. 
The 


Bible should be used in the class.

ately climbed on again. Wilson eject- 
ed them a second time, whereupon 
Call whipped out a big revolver and 
shot the railroader in the breast, the 
ball passing through his clothes, his 
time-book and pocket-book andlodging 
in the muscles of his chest.

PENSION ROLL GROWS. 


This dear's Kecorrl Promises To Break 


That Of 1900. 


A despatch from Washington says 


that more names will be added to the 
pension roll the present fiscal year, 
which ends June 30, than were added 
the last year, when 45,344 new names 
were entered. For the first eleven 
months of the present year the addi- 
tions number 43,389. By the end of 
the month last year's figures will 
doubtless be passed. 


There were 43,334 names dropped 


from the roll by reason of deaths and 
other causes last year and the net in- 
crease was 8,010. This year's net in- 
crease will be about the same. Of the 
names added this year 466 are on ac- 
count of service prior to the civil war, 
35 308 are on account of the civil war, 
3 525 are on account of the Spanish- 
American war and the remainder, 4,100, 
are restorations. In addition to this 
great army 010 pensions have been 
granted involving the payment of $927,- 
314 40, an average of 31,514.2* in each 
case. These cases are known as "old 
minors," and for the most part appear 
on the roll for only one payment. 


The total number of claims filed thus 


far on account of service in the war 
with Spain is 43,874. Under the act of 
March 3,1901, providing for the repen- 
sioning of widows who remarried and 
again became widows, 1,950 claims 
have been filed. There are now about 
150 000 pensioners who, under the act 
of 1890, receive the maximum rate of

They also see that the only 
obstacle in the way of public ownership 
is the lack of public morality or common 
honesty. Just as soon as we are fit to own 
and honestly manage our pubb'c utilities 
we.shaH own them.

cepted criminals a monthly pension of 
8300, on the condition that they take a 
life vacation from the strenuous de- 
mands of their profession. But we ac- 
cept the criminal as a part of our civil- 
ization—or barbarism—and pay the 
enormous cost of maintaining him. 


The average annual income of pro- 


fessional criminals is estimated at 
about §1,800. This means that the 
community pays them a yearly salary 
of $400,000,000. 
After this is spent 


for their maintenance, we pay annual- 
ly 5200.000,000 for their detection, con- 
viction and support, under national, 
state, county and city auspices. The 
urban population has to pay the larger 
share of this, or 30,000,000 people in 
cities have to pay 5105,000,000—33.50 
per capita, and the suburban popula- 
tion of 45,000,00051 each, or $45,000,000. 
In addition to this there is a federal 
and state expense of 350,000,000. 


Add to this the loss by malicious de- 


struction of property, the money value 
of human life lost through crime, the 
expenditure necessary in the attempt 
to guard against loss through law 
breakers, and we find that 81,000,000,- 
000 is not a large estimate. 


Imagine, if you can, the eflect of 


abolishing crime, and then you will 
appreciate the ramifications that crime 
runs into and why it is such an enor- 
mous expense. Think of there being 


working man claimed no pre-eminence 
or extra deference on account of his 
enormous wealth. His only trouble 
now seems to be how to dispose of it in 
a manner that shall best contribute to 
the betterment of man and the glory 
of God. It was remarkable, also, for

"Old Abe" was holding at the White 
House. They went early, and when 
President Lincoln appeared and the 
handshaking began they were not long 
iu reaching him. 


Tbe tall man, almost a giant in phys- 


ical proportions, looked down with an 
amused smile at the tiny drummer boy, 
who appeared hardly 10 years of age. 
Grasping the little fellow's right hand, 
the president suddenly reached out his 
left, swung the boy off bis feet and 
set him gently down on a small table 
beside him. 


"Aha, my little soldier," he said, 


laughing, "you shall help 'Uncle Abe' 
review this line today, and if your su- 
perior officer objects, why, I'll prolong 
your leave of absence!" 


Lincoln asked the boy his age, place 


of residence, regiment and where he 
was on duty. Then, as some of the 
more important oliicers of tbe army or 
navy, members of congress or of tbe 
executive departments chanced to pass 
in the line, the president would gravely 
Introduce bis young assistant, with 
whom they were required to shake 
hands as well as with himself. 


When tbe reception was over. Presi- 


dent Lincoln took the boy into his pri- 
vate apartments and introduced him to 
Mrs. Lincoln. After entertaining him 
at luncheon he dismissed bim with a 
brief note to the commanding officer of 
the hospital where be was then sta- 
tioned tolling why tbe boy's leave of 
absence had been extended. 


Lincoln's geniality and willingness at 


all times to hear or to tell a good story 


long since been gathered to bis fathers. 
Let it suffice that iu his heyday lie 
wai, one of the greatest tenors wbo 
ever sang to a breathless and enthusi- 
astic audience. 
He bad a penchant, 


however, for the rod, red wine, which 
In the end proved his undoing and ulti- 
mately provided a pathetic ending for 
an otherwise great career. In his prime 
his drinking seemed only to affect bis 
legs, but never his head or voice. He 
could always sing and sing true, but at 
times he had no more ability to guide 
his wandering footsteps than bas a 
sufferer in tbe last stages of locomotor 
ataxla.

Faust to Emma Abbott's Marguerite, 
he appeared at the opera bouse in an 
apparently hopeless condition.

"Tlie gates of the old estate of Wa- 


terloo have long since disappeared, and 
the house is in ruins, but you drive be- 
tween tlie posts which still mark tbe 
entrance down a grass grown roadway 
to the edge of tins wonderful pond. 
The water is only a few feet deep, aud 
tlie pond is scarcely a quarter of n. mile 
long. We stepped into a rowboat by 
the dim light of a lantern, and in a mo- 
ment, as the boat pushed off and the 
oars broke the water into ripples, we 
were surrounded by a sea of flame. The 
divers who swam about seemed literal- 
ly merged In blue smoke, for tiie effect 
of this phosphorescence is more like 
smoke than water.

JAPAN IN WINTER. 


Colder In nouses of tlie Htc* 


Than In Open Sunshine. 


"I suppose that tbe American people 


and tbe Russians are the only western 
races that really keep warm in winter. 
Still those who dwell in other countries 
admit that they have the same ideal by 
their laeflicieut effort to attain to it," 
writes Anna N. Benjamin in Ainslee's. 
"The Japanese winter is most trying on 
account of its continual dampness, but 
the Japanese are content to remain 
cold. They make almost no effort to 
overcome it. Tlie old 'bushidw' (chival- 
rous) idea of the 'samurai', (knights) 
was that it was effeminate to feel cold, 
and such is tbeir severe training that 
they do not really feel it as we do. Tbe 
wearing of some extra 'kimonos' and 
the use of a 'hibaehi,' or brazier, In 
which are a few tiny sticks of lighted 
charcoal, are the only concessions to 
winter weather. 
With the 'hibacbi' 


they never pretend to heat more than 
their finger tips, which they hold over 
the coals. It is used when the bouse Is 
entirely open. 


"Tbe houses, as every one knows, are 


built of thin, ligbt wood, and the slid- 
ing panels wbicb serve for doors and 
windows have paper panes. They are 
as apt to be open as closed during the 
day. 
When I took my first jinrikisha 


ride through, tbe streets of Nagasaki, I 
forgot my own sufferings in my sym- 
pathy for this unhappy nation, which 
as surely as tbe cold came endured such 
misery from it. The coolies wear thin 
blue cotton clothes and are always pad- 
dling through the mud. The storekeep- 
ers sit out in their open booths, and tbe 
women go bareheaded about the streets. 
In tbe houses of tbe rich tbe still cold 
behind the closed panels is often more 
intense than that outside in the sun- 
shine, where tbe air is stirring. Tbe 
schools and public buildings are equal- 
ly frigid. 


"It seemed to me that tbe only warm 


things in Japan were the babies, wbo 
looked like bundles of gayly colored 
crape, tbeir round heads covered by 
knit caps. 
They slumber peacefully 


tucked down tbeir mothers' backs. Tbe 
attempt to keep warm in winter is not 
entirely a'modern iraprovement.'tbougb 
it goes with western civilization. The 
Koreans do it very thoroughly, tbe Chi- 
nese to a. certain extent. Tbe Japanese, 
as a race, coutinue to scorn it as they 
always have done, and this is merely 
one of a hundred examples which prove 
that tbe Japanese are still true to their 
traditions in tbeir daily life and as yet 
little affected in the ordering of their
